In doing this, Mr, A. brought Miss 
Sainte Frenei’s pureel with his own under one 
hesd. On his arrival in America Mr, Loally 
consigned himself to Messrs. Hyers, Bremner & 
Burdett. After the sale of the coffee, Mt. Lally, 
entruoted with the commission of this lady, 
went to receive khe nett proceeds of the 1000!bs 
to invest it; but lo! how great was his astonish. 
mept to learn, thet Mr, Samuel Asser had 
claimed and disposed of it as his own! Kle was 
tbos gompelied to yield, and to take a certificate 
of the merchants uforesaid of this transaction. 
Mr. Samuel Asser having arrived here fijst, 
(they not having come together in the same 
vessel,) availed himseif of that opportunity to 
embezzle this emount, untìl the errival of Me. 
Lally, which was soon after, who informed this 
lady of what had occurred with Mr. S, Asser. 
This Jutter was brought before the Justice of 
pezce, Mc.
